In the Olden Times—Women 


Wore as Deeply Infatuated as Men—Ev- 
erything Made Subservient to Play For 
Stakes—Some of the Old Games, 


Possibly BO other invention lias ever 


given rise to so much merriment and 
Sorrow, has called forth so many smiles, 
frowns and tears and has been the agent 
in so many tragedies as a pack of cards. 
The actual source of this invention still 
remains a mystery, the generally ac- 
cepted story of origin heing that in 1898 
cards were introduced at the French 
court as a diversion for King Charles 
VI during his temporary attacks of in- 
sanity. From this date they spread rap- 
idly through every country in Europe 
and received such a warm welcome 
from all classes that laws had to be 
made for the better regulations of dice 
throwing and card playing. 


During the commonwealth card play- 


ing shared the banishment of every 
other amusement, hut_with the restored 
monarchy a reaction set inrand heavy 
play became the fashion. Basset and 
ombre were the games in favor at court, 
and in the graphic picture given by 
Evelyn of the last Sunday spent by 
King Charles II at Whitehall he speaks 
of "at least £2,000 in gold" on the bas- 
set table round vrhich "about 20 of the 
great courtiers" were sitting. Ombre 
was also a court game. Waller has a 
poem "on a card torn at ombre by the 
queen." Pope also, in"TheKape of the 
Lock," gives such a faithful description 
of Belinda's game that the Hon. Daines 
Barrington, writing in Tho Universal 
Magazine for December, 1788, says, 
"When ombre is forgotten (and it is al- 
most so already), it may be revived with 


I posterity from that most admirable 


poem." In its turn ombre was deposed 
for quadrille, and for a tune no one who 
aspired to be counted among the beau 
monde condescended to play any other 
game. Mr. Urban, in The Gentleman's 
Magazine for 1730, gives "Cautions 
Against Quadrille" and warns "the 
yonng and unwary of both sexes" 
against a most growing vice which if 
not timely prevented will end in their 
ruin. "I mean," he says, "the great 
Increase of Play in private Houses, and 
more particnlary that artful and cheat- 
ing game of Quadrille." Quadrille was 
equally popular in Paris, and a pamphlet 
is extant dated 1760 of "The game of 
Quadrille by Four as it is now played at 
the French Court," in which it says, 
"It is allowed by all players that Qua- 
drille is more amusing and entertaining 
than Ombre or any other game on the 
cards, either because uvery Deal is 
play'd out or that it better suits the 
genius of the Ladies, to whom com- 
plaisance and good manners must Preju- 
dice the Gentlemen in its favor." s"^

Some of the papers which took an 


active part in defending the mint 
robbers a year or more since, simply 
because the thieves were Republicans 
profess to believe that those who de- 
nounced the prosecution of those inr 
plicated in the steal as "partisanperse 
cntion," are not known to the Treasury 
Department at Washington, and en 
deavor to make it appear that it wil 
not figure in selecting men to conduct 
the Carson mint at the expiration ol 
the terms of the present incumbents at 
the end of the current fiscal year. In 
this, as in many other things, they are 
mistaken. There was "a chief among 
them taking notes "during the mint 
investigation and trials, and though he 
may not have printed them they are 
said to be securely filed away in the 
archives of the Department. 
These 


notes contain the names of the men 
who seemingly considered it no crime 
to steal from the Government and ox 
tracts from the 
newspapers, whose 


columns were devoted to the futile at- 
tempt to whitewash the mint adminis- 
tration when silver bars were being 
substituted for gold ones. 


To hold that the present Administra- 


tion in selecting officers of the mint 
will reinstate any of the members of 
the old gang, or the aiders and abstters 
of that gang, in the mint is to admit 
that it pats a premium on dishonesty 
and that tbe only recommendation re- 
quired for a Government office is that 
the applicant is aBepnblioan and holds 
to tbe principle that the United States 
should be run as a financial depend- 
ency of Great Uritain. 


No, it is not probable that any Re- 


publican who was inanywisa connected 
with the mint robbery or defended the 
thbves because of the services which 
tbey had rendered the party, will be 
appointed to any office of profit or 
trust by this Admiuietration. Neither 
Mr. Hanna nor President McKinley can 
afford to reward such persons. It would 
give rise to too much pcandal, ahd 
honest men of all parties would con- 
demn it. 


THERE is a rumor of a promised aeo- 


sation in army circles over the slight 
sentence placed upon Captain Lover- 
ing who was tried by court martial for 
brutally ill treating Private Hammond. 
Secretary Alger is very indignant and 
will nut content himsslf with the scath- 
ir>g reprimand imposed. He proposes to 
give the officers constituting the Court 
Martial a piece of his mind and give 
them to understand that the President 
considers the character of their verdict 
as an offense against common decency 
little lees serious than that of Lover- 
ing. 


It is expected that as a result of this 


case the old regulations of General 
Scott for the humane treatment of the 
men will probably be revived.

SLATE PENCILS, 


THE ROAD TO RUIN. 


What They Are Composed of and "How 


They Are Made. 


Slate pencils undergo a number of 


processes before they are ready for use, 
and in inakuig them nearly all of the 
manual labor is done by boys. First 
broken pieces of slate are put into a 
mortal- ran by steam and ore crushed to 
a powder, -which is then bolted in a ma- 
chine such as is used in flouring mills. 
A fine slate floor results, which is thor- 
oughly mixed in a large tub -with stea- 
tite flour and other materials, the whole 
making a stiff dough. The dough- i°- 
kneaded by being passed between iron ' 
rollers a number of times, and it is then 
token to a table, where it is made into 
short cylinders four or five inches in 
thicknass and containing from eight to 
ten pounds of material each. 


Four of these cylinders are placed in 


a strong iron resort which has a change- 
able uozzlo so th$t tho size of the pen 
oils may bo regniated. In tho retort the 
material is subjected to great hydraulic 
pressure and is thus pushed through the 
nozzle in tho shape of a loiig cord. As 
the cord comes through the nozzle 11 
passes over a knife and is cut into the 
desired lengths. Tho lengths are laid 
on boards to dry arid are then placed on 
sheets oi corrugated zinc, the corrugation 
preventing the pencils from warping 
during the baking process. The baking 
is done in a kiln into which superheat- 
ed steam is introduced through pipes. 


The pencils go from the kiln to the 


finishing and packing room, where the 
ends are held for an instant under a 
rapidly revolving emery wheel, which 
neatly points them. 


Finally they arc packed in pasteboard 


boxes, 100 pencils in each bos, then 100 
of tho pasteboard boxes are packed in a 
wooden box, and they are ready for 
shipment.—Philadelphia Times.

RICH NUGGETS . FOUND. 


The Good JLack of.:.'Claim -Owners 


Ogceoln, Nevada. 


A nngget worth $251 was . found last 


week on J. C. -Marriott's claim irrHo- 
gnm Guloh. It .was oval in shaped 
measuring! four -inches in" length, one 
and ooe-fourth inches in width and 
three-fourths of an inch ;thick. He 
also had a number of smaller onee, and 
a good clean-up of fine gold. On this 
same ground a $76 nugget was found 
by Ed. Marriott and another worth $20 
by Boon T<tlCord. Besides these and 
other pieces it has produced thousands 
of dollars of the yellow stuff. On a 
claim near this one, T. B. Talford has 
taken out something like' $25,000 or 
$30,000 within the last six years. This 
is only two of the many good claims of 
that neighborhood. They lie at the 
base of a low range of mountains in 
which ail abundance of gold quaitzis 
known to exist. But there has not yet 
been-work enough done to properly 
develop any of the many gold Bear^ 
ing veins of tbat part of the district 
About three and a half miles north of 
this lies the Osceola Placor Miuin 
Co.'s hydraulic plant and famous Dry 
Gulch placers. These have produced 
by far the greater amount of the dis- 
trict, yot there has been but very little 
money .expended in searching for or 
developing the'quarlz veins above the | 
famous placers. These all lie .on the 
west slope of .the range; but on the 
east side there has also been many 
thousands taken from placers, and a 
good Held is also open for quartz- 
seekers. Why this district has been so 
neglected will be explained later on as 
we have neither time nor space at pres- 
ent; but there is a wonderful piece of 
country surrounding Osceola, which 
will some day be another Butte, Mon- 
tana.—mite Pine News.
